However,  I  had  always  wanted  at  least  one  of  the  12  Days  of  Christ¬ 
mas  sets,  the  12  Tribes  of  Israel  windows  by  Chagall,  and  a  United  States 
set  of  some  kind.  I  managed  to  find  all  three  in  the  last  few  months. 

The  1 2  Tribes  of  Israel  came  from  a  dealer  in  FL.  The  pieces  are  silver  rep¬ 
resentations  of  the  windows  that  Marc  Chagall  designed  and  created  for  a 
building  in  Israel.  It  consists  of  12  X  2.1  oz.  .999  AR  window  shaped  bars 
for  a  total  of  25.2  oz.,  and  it  came  in  its  original  folder/holder.  I  had  never 
seen  the  original  holder  before.  I’m  sure  some  of  you  old-timers  have  at 
least  2  sets  like  this,  but  for  me,  it  was  a  major  investment,  and  I  am  enjoy¬ 
ing  it! 

The  12  Days  of  Christmas  by  Mount  Everest  Mint  was  a  set  that  I  had 
looked  at  for  years.  I  came  across  a  pawn  shop  dealer  in  Ml  who  had  pur¬ 
chased  a  set  for  less  than  melt,  and  he  was  willing  to  give  me  a  good  deal. 
It  came  with  the  box  and  all  the  trimmings.  It  looks  like  it  was  just  issued, 
and  it  is  in  pristine  condition.  The  box  is  in  good  condition  also.

The  last  set  was  a  copy  of  the  U.S.  Mint’s  state  quarters  set.  It  comes  in  its 
own  Whitman  folder  and  is  1  ounce  each  for  the  states.  At  this  time,  there 
is  no  toning  on  the  pieces.  I  do  believe  there  will  be  some  eventually.  I 
haven’t  checked  to  see  if  there  are  any  varieties  in  the  set.  I  doubt  anyone 
would  care  except  a  numismatist! 

Also,  you  know  me  and  enameled  bars.  I  found  2  of  the  enameled  Hershey 
chocolate  bars  at  auction.  They  were  the  Krackel  and  Hershey  Almond 
bars.  As  usual,  it  bugs  me  I  could  only  find  2  of  the  6  bars  in  the  set.  (If  you 
have  the  other  4,  call  me!)  A  long  time  ago,  one  of  the  club’s  members  sold 
me  the  complete  set  in  a  Lucite  holder.  I  get  that  out  every  now  and  then 
to  share  with  members  of  different  numismatic  clubs  that  I  belong  to. 
(Thank  you  to  that  OR  member.  I  just  wanted  to  let  you  know  I  still  have 
them!)  And  speaking  of  Oregon,  there  were  2  different  designs  of  the  150th 
anniversary  1  ounce  enameled  rounds  in  original  box/holder  that  I  bought, 
one  from  OR  and  one  from  GA. 

Again,  I  must  thank  Chris  Geiner  of  CMG  Mint  for  all  of  the  new  pieces  he 
has  produced  in  2017.  The  2  piece  “Outer  Space"  (1  ounce)  and  for  the 
first  time,  2  piece-5  ounce  bars  in  honor  of  the  5th  anniversary  of  CMG 
Mint.  Both  of  those  sets  come  with  a  plain  and  an  enameled  version.  Also, 
Chris  did  a  nice  job  of  helping  out  in  the  last  issue  with  the  new  release  sil¬ 
ver  pieces  available.  Thanks,  Chris. 

Take  good  care,  and  I  hope  all  of  you  are  collecting  those  pieces  of  silver 
that  you  want  and  can  afford!

Greetings  lASAC’ers 

August’s  ANA  show  and  our  club  meeting  will  be  upon  us.  Sheraton  is  the  ANA 
host  hotel  with  rooms  starting  at  $184.  per  night  for  ANA  members.  Might  want 
to  check  to  see  if  our  IASAC  club  membership  offers  a  discount. 

I  checked  other  hotel  ratings  on  Trip  Advisor.  The  hotels  are  in  the  $1 68  and  up 
price  range  with  the  Hyatt  being  a  bit  higher.  With  a  AAA  membership,  AARP,  or 
similar,  one  can  get  discounted  rates,  usually.’ 

Homewood  Suites  and  the  Embassy  Suites  offer  complimentary  breakfasts. 
Some  of  the  hotels  offer  shuttle  sen/ices  and  some  have  a  pool  and  gym.  I  tried 
to  keep  the  hotel  locations  within  walking  distance  of  the  convention  center.  Be 
sure  to  double  check  the  hotel  address  if  you  find  one  that  you  like  on  here  or 
other  sites  to  be  sure. 

I  looked  for  a  sampling  from  within  the  top  30  rated  of  over  152  hotels  in  the 
downtown  Denver  area.  A  lot  of  the  top  hotel  ratings  were  located  around  Denver 
Airport  which  was  too  far  from  the  convention  center.  I  checked  the  prices  from 
early  August  through  the  Saturday  night  of  show. 

I’m  not  recommending  any  one  of  these  hotels,  you'll  have  to  research  what  best 
fits  your  individual  needs.  I  didn't  see  any  budget  hotels  (under  $100)  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  walking  area  of  downtown,  so  I  didn’t  list  any.  Further  outside  the  down¬ 
town  area  I'm  sure  are  some  nice  hotels,  but  you'll  have  to  research  them.  Some 
of  the  listed  hotels  are  chains,  some  are  independent.  TripAdvisor.com, 
Yelp.com,  Hotet.com,  etc.  are  a  good  place  to  start. 

Good  Luck  and  looking  forward  to  seeing  old  friends  and  new  in  Denver.

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FROM  THE  BEGINNING  IX

We  are  still  in  1988.  3  years  have  gone  by 
since  the  formation  of  IASAC. 

The  July,  1 988  issue  of  the  Silver  Bugle  was 
very  interesting. 

7  new  members  were  listed,  including  3  very  important  people 
in  the  silver  art  hobby  and  became  very  valuable  to  IASAC. 
Nancy  Yee,  Louis  Kretovics  and  Sue  Hendricks. 

Mike  Graham  of  “1841”  provided  his  customer  list  to  send  out 
sample  editions  of  The  Silver  Bugle.  Mike  also  was  a  very 
valuable  member  by  advertising  in  each  issue  and  by  issuing 
new  silver  editions  that  were  of  interest  to  the  silver  art  hobby. 

An  article  about  a  new  use  for  silver.  Ford  sold  cars  with  one 
ounce  of  silver  in  the  windshield  that  defrosted  the  windshields 
in  less  than  two  minutes. 

In  1981  the  entire  world  used  5.9  million  ounces  of  silver.  In 
1987,  the  United  States  used  and  sold  13,784,814  ounces  in 
the  form  of  BU  and  Proof  Silver  Eagle  and  Constitution  coins. 
Mexico  and  Peru  produced  139.6  million  ounces  of  silver  in 
1987.  This  information  was  from  The  Silver  Institute  News 
Briefs.  Check  this  out  for  more  current  info. 

Jim  Best  was  selling  the  Florida  silver  Rounds  that  had  the 
Great  Seal  of  Florida  on  the  reverse.  Jim  also  had  a  full  page 
ad  listing  Foster  Mint  Silver  Eagles  nest  for  $350  and  the  He¬ 
roes  of  the  comics  for  $400. 

Will  Rossman  had  an  outstanding  lot  of  97  silver  bars  listed 
for  $1500.  That  included  the  Girl  with  Roses  Tringot 

There  was  a  3  page  article  on  Colorado  Dollars.

The  Mint  Coin  Shop  had  a  full  page  ad  on  the  Official  1988 
Olympic  rounds  that  were  issued  (one  for  each  event)  for  $25.
